By now many people in town 
are fully aware of the violence 
that broke out between 
Agawam Police Officers and 
youths early Sunday morning 
June 30 at a birthday party. 

Perhaps not so many are 
aware of the executive session 
that was held July 1 by the 
Town Council to discuss this 
incident. 

At the executive session, 
Town Manager James D. 
Westman, reportedly, briefed 
council members on the in¬ 
cident. 

This report received front 
page headlines July 2 in the 
Springfield Daily News. The 
tone of the story pointed 
towards vicious attacks on 
police officers by a number of 
youths. The Daily News report 
made no mention of any in¬ 
juries or hospital treatment of 
the young people that were 
involved. 

This reporter thoroughly 
researched the incident as it 
relates to the “other side” by 
questioning various youths 
and witnesses of the fracas. 
The following is a report and 
commentary of that in¬ 
vestigation. 

All of the sources contacted 
agreed that the violence first 


broke out when an officer, 
trying to break up the party, 
struck a youth with his club 
after having a verbal con¬ 
frontation with the youth. A 
fight between the two broke 
out and the officer was 
severely beaten. One of the 
three policemen present 
during the havoc fired shots 
into the air, and everyone 
scattered. The fallen officer, 
unconcious on the ground was 
then kicked by a number of 
youths, further complicating 
his injuries. An arrest was 
made, but these sources 
claimed the police arrested an 
innocent bystander who had 
nothing to do with the chaos, 
chaos. 

The police returned in 
strength to the party for the 
second time with, according to 
the youths, the intention of 
“getting” those responsible 
for the assault on the officer. A 
revenge motive, along with 
rage, towards the youths 
erupted into mere violence, 
according to one source. 

Police and youths engaged 
in another free-for-all. One 
individual claimed that when 
he arrived at the scene police 
were chasing and clubbing 
kids while throwing mace at 
them. A few sources said that 


after persons were arrested 
the police clubbed and beat 
them while they were hand¬ 
cuffed both outside and inside 
the patrol cars. A number of 
the youths arrested received 
many of their bumps and 
bruises after they were 
arrested. One youth suffered a 
broken nose, a broken finger, 
and needed treatment at 
Springfield Hospital. 

It was also reported that 
some individuals who were 
arrested were neither told of 
their rights nor were they 
allowed to make a phone call. 
It was stated that people 
arrested and booked at the 
police station were again 
beaten, and that this practice 
was not an uncommon oc¬ 
currence at the station. “I’ve 
heard of beatings there all the 
time”, one source stated. 

Probably the strangest 
arrest report came when one 
person who was seeking in¬ 
formation on the bail for 
various friends was allegedly 
told by an officer, “You have 
three seconds to leave this 
police station.” As he left the 
building five officers came 
racing out of the door, hand¬ 
cuffed and arrested him. This 
individual allegedly was in-

A Suffield, Conn, woman has 
been dismissed from her 
teaching job at the 
Agawam High School. 

Jeanne Carter, an English 
teacher at the high school 
since 1970, was dismissed 
from the school staff at a 
meeting of the school com¬ 
mittee on June 27. 

When "Contacted, School 
Committee member, Walter 
A. Balboni said that the vote 
for dismissal was unanimous. 
Other School Committee 
members are: Frank R. 
Locke, chairman; Roberta G. 
Doering, Thomas J. Ennis, 
Vennetta L. Snyder, Richard 
F. Borgatti and Donald J. 
Charest. 


When asked to verify the 
vote, Balboni said, “It’s all 
public record, it’s all at the 
school.” 

Mrs. Carter, who was on 
tenure, first learned of the 
intent to dismiss her on April 
23 at a meeting in the office of 
Superintendent of Public 
Schools, Dr. Robert M. 
Gardner. 

Mrs. Carter was, repor¬ 
tedly, notified of a vote taken 
by five members of the School 
Committee to dismiss her with 
no reasons set forth for the 
dismissal. 

According to the minutes of 
the School Committee, the five 
members voting for dismissal 
were Locke, Balboni, Ennis, 
Borgatti and Snyder. 


immediately after the 5-0 
vote for dismissal, as shown in 
the minutes, another motion 
was made, by Vennetta 
Snyder, to suspend—rather 
than dismiss—Mrs. Carter. 
The minutes record that a vote 
was taken on the Snyder 
motion and that it passed. The 
number of votes to suspend 
was not listed. 

There is no record in the 
minutes of any discussion by 
the committee between the 
first vote of 5-0 for dismissal 
and the second vote to 
suspend. The minutes do not 
give any indication as to why 
Mrs. Snyder made a motion to 
suspend after the dismissal 
vote had been taken. 

Doering and Charest were 


not present when the two 
motions were voted on. 

Closed hearings on the 
dismissal began on the 
evening of May 28. The 
hearings were attended by 
Mr. and Mrs. Carter, mem¬ 
bers of the School Committee, 
Dr. Gardner, Attorney John 
Teehan and Attorney John 
Quirk. Teehan represented the 
School Committee. Quirk 
represented Mrs. Carter. 

Other hearings were held on 
May 29. June 4, and June 13 at 
the new Junior High School on 
Springfield Street.

Am I My Brother’s Keeper? 

(A little more than six years ago—April, 1968—I had the sad and difficult task of writing of 
the assassination of Dr. Martin Luther King for another newspaper. Adding to the sadness 
of writing about Dr. King’s death was the sadness, which is still felt, of having written of 
President Kennedy’s death five years before in November, 1963. Two months after the death 
of Dr. King ... I was assigned the editorial that told of Robert Kennedy’s death. 

When I heard of the senseless and almost unbelievable death of Mrs. Martin Luther King, 
Sr., last Sunday . .. there were, in my mind, just no other words that I could get on paper. 
The following is the story I wrote on Dr. King’s death and probably expresses my feelings 
better than anything I could get on paper at this time.)

My two youngsters are always leaving 
notes for me and quite often they receive 
“orders from headquarters” in the same 
manner.
